“ W iliam E. Johnson, chief special 
officer, therefore, has been directed to 
concentrate his work, as far as possi­ 
ble to a designated district, and to see 
that no liquor is introduced or sold in 
violation of federal 
statutes 
within 
that district; 
and to vigorously en 
force both federal and state statutes 
prohibiting the sale of liquors to In­ 
dians wherever there is a violation, 
regardless of whether it is within or 
without the lim its of the defined dis­ 
trict.”
